Hig hway Patrol had been investi­ 
g ating the case and one trip was 
made to the State of California 
by Serg eant Barton and another 
rnember of the patrol to q uestion 
persons who apparently had in­ 
formation on the incident.

Lie Detecto r Test 
Mrs. Henderson at the time of 
the m urder was q uestioned 
by

She was taken to Jefferson City 
where she undei went the lie de­ 
tector test the day of the murder, 
but nothing came of this test. She 
wa.s taken ag ain to Jefferson City 
several months later voluntarily, 
but the results of that test were 
not made known.

morning of November 6. It was 
after an alarm had been made by

Atkinson,

South Stewart avenue, a driver of 
a Taystee bread truck, who found 
the store locked when he went to 
make his morning delivery about 
7;30 o’clock.

Decker at the g rocery sio re of 
“Bill” Arnold at 1401 East Fourth 
street, earlier in the morning and 
Decker

Price Freeze Held Up 
Un til Staff is Organ ized

WASHINGTON. Dec. 27 — Presid en t T ru­ 
man wa.<i set to ord er a freeze on all prices 
as a part of his emergen cy proclamation , un til 
he had a heart-to-heart talk with econ omic 
stabilization d irector Alan Valen tin e an d price 
ad min istrator Mike Di Salle. 
Mr. Truman called in the two men , outlin ed 
his plan an d asked for commen t. 
Valen tin e 
threw up his han d s. 
“Mr. Presid en t,” he said . ^T d on ’t kn ow how 
we could en force the ord er. 
What kin d of a 
staff d o you have, Mike?” 
“A secretary, a telephon e an d a legal ad viser,” 
replied the usually jovial ex-mayor of Toled o. 
“The problem is, Mr. Presid en t,” ad d ed Val­ 
en tin e, 
“If we can ’t en force the freeze, there 
will be such gen eral d isregard that price ceilin gs 
will be a joke. 
We can n ot afford to let price 
stabilization be d estroyed before it is stron g 
en ough to be effective.” 
The Presid en t then agre'ed 
to hold off the 
price freeze un til at 
least a skeleton staff is 
organ ized . 
i^ote—The in escapable fact is that the White 
House has had mon ths to appoin t a price ad ­ 
min istrator. 
Three mon ths alon e have passed 
sin ce Con gress gave the Presid en t power to 
con trol all but certain farm prices. 
(The farm 
lobby exclud ed some of these from the price- 
con trol legislation .) 
Furthermore, three ex­ 
price ad min istrators are easily av^ailablc in or 
n ear Washin gton —Leon Hen d erson , Paul Port­ 
er an d retirin g Gov. Chester Bowles of Con ­ 
n ecticut. However, the Presid en t seems to have 
an in feriority complex about callin g on men 
who served un d er Roosevelt. 
Secret Aluminum Deal 
A secret d eal has been mad e betueen the 
Un ited States an d Can ad a to expan d Can ad ian 
alumin um prod uction at the expen se of alumi­ 
n um mills in the Un ited States. 
However, the 
Alumin um Corporation of America which op­ 
erates an affiliate in Can ad a in d irectly will get 
a win d fall. 
The d eal was arran ged in private talks be­ 
tween Scci'etary of Commerce Charles Sawyer, 
prod uction boss William Harrison an d Can ad a’* 
Min ister of Trad e C. D. Howe. By it the Un i>n 
States agrees to furn ish steel for build in g a 
gian t alumin um works in the wild s of British 
Columbia, which though it will take three years 
to complete, will even tually prod uce 500,000 
ton s of alumin um an n ually. 
The d eal follows urgin gs by ALCOA (Alum­ 
in um Compan y of America) that the govern ­ 
men t buy more alumin um from Can ad a. 
This 
would throw the biisin e.'^s to ALCOA’s Siamese 
twin . ALCAN, an d at the same time preven t 
build in g up ALCOA’s competitors in the U.S.A. 
ALCOA.s first attempt to swin g this d eal 
failed last October, when Stuart Symin gton an d 
Jess Larson stopped it. 
However, Seci'etary of 
Commerce Sawyer an d prod uction boss Harrison 
have n ovv gon e over their head s. 
The n ew Can ad ian alumin um cen ter will be 
located at Kitmat, a d eserted In d ian village in 
the heart of a virgin forest wild ern es.s. This is 
on ly 1,600 miles from Siberian air bases, as 
compared with proposed American plan ts on 
the Gulf Coast, 5,000 miles from Siberia. 
Xote—This same alumin um corporation of 
Can ad a sold 200.000 poun d s of precious alum­ 
in um to Commun ist Chin a, 1,000,000 poun d s to 
Commun ist Polan d 
n ad 3,000,000 poun d s to 
Commun ist Czechoslovakia—all after the Com­ 
mun ist attack on South Korea. 
Some of this 
alumin um is n ow bein g used again st Un ited 
Nation s troops in Korea. 
War Censorship 
Gen eral MacArthur is leavin g it up to his 
field comman d ers as to how far they should go 
in cen sorin g war n ews. 
His secret in struction s 
are: 
“Delay tran smission of n ews an d establish 
n ews blackout when ever in your jud gemen t 
military n ecessity requires such action .” 
In sid e fact is that MacArthur resisted cen ­ 
sorship un til premature d ispatches leaked out 
about the evacuation of Hun gn am. On two pre- 
\ ious occasion s, the join t chiefs of staff had urg­ 
ed him to clamp cen sorship on military n ews, 
but he ign ored their recommen d ation s, explain ­ 
in g it would take 300 cen sors an d he d id n 't 
have an y. 
Fin ally after the Hun gn an in cid en t, 
MacArthur reluctan tly ord ered war n ews to be 
“screen ed for security.” 
In the secret in struction s sen t to all field com­ 
man d ers, MacArthur stressed , “It is n ot d esired 
to impose complete cen sorship.”

The d iametrically opposin g views of these two 
men were summed up at the recen t closed -d oor 
Reput^lican caucus. 
“We ought to d eman d that the Presid en t n ot 
on ly fire Ache.son ,” Capehart grumbled , “but 
replace him with a man who d isagrees with 
everythin g the Secretary of State stan d for.” 
In con trast, Morse cooked his goo.se with Re­ 
publican d iehard s by arguin g again st the an ti- 
Acheson resolution s. 
Sin ce then the move to substitute Capehart 
for Morse on the vital Foreign Relation s Com­ 
mittee has in ten sified . It is spearhead ed by the 
powerful Republican Committee on Committees, 
head ed by Hugh Butler, e\T?n though Butler 
\ irtually promised Morse the Foreign Relation s 
spot last summer. Capehart, howe\ er, is a mem­ 
ber of the Committee of Committees, as are 
other members of the GOP isolation ist win g. 
When Morse caught win d of the switch, he 
wrote Butler: “I am aware of an attempt bein g 
mad e to keep me off the Foreign Relation s Com­ 
mittee.

Bright Gleam in a Dark World 


It’s hearten in g n ews that Marshall Plan aid 
to Britain can be suspen d ed n ext year because 
the British d on ’t n eed it an y more. 
If the world were n ot d arken ed by the cloud 
of Soviet-Chin ese aggression , this d evelopmen t 
un d oubted ly would be celebrated with gen uin e 
en thusiasm. But in Britain it mean s n o en d to 
the lon g, exhaustin g econ omic battle that began 
with World War II in 1939. 
Austerity must con tin ue, for Briton s n ow face 
the job of armin g themselves all over again to 
meet a n ew’ foe. With our help, they ha\e 
pulled up to a position of stren gth, on ly to 
fin d they must commit that stren gth to military 
rather than peacetime purposes. 
This is on e of he real traged ies of the post­ 
war era: that econ omic health can n ot be sought 
an d held for its own sake but must be thought 
of as a “bulwark again st commun ism.” 
But at least we can be than kful that on e 
n ation in Europe mad e it all the way back 
before bein g en gulfed in a n ew world con ­ 
flagration .

I w'as 
operated on 12 d ays ago for gall­ 
ston es,” a w'orried woman wu'ites. 
“Have been up each d ay but still 
feel weak. Is it bccau.se I d o n ot 
exercise en ough” How' lon g will 
the d rawin g sen sation remain in 
my abd omen ?” 
This woman is n ot the on ly on e 
w'ho gets d iscouraged by the slow 
rate at w’hich she regain s her 
stren gth an d spirits. In fact d e- 
pres’sion of spirits at this stage of 
con valescen ce is 
the rule rather 
than the exception . It isn ’t an y­ 
on e’s faul, though. It is just that 
a severe illn ess or operation takes 
a lot more out of the system than 
is realized at the time. 
But this period of con valescen ce 
is shorter n ow’ an d less like to 
be “stormy” than it used to be be­ 
cause of man y improvemen ts in 
.surgery, the use of blood an d 
plasma tran sfusion s, an d the sys­ 
tem of gettin g patien ts out of bed 
soon er. 
All of these help, but the recov­ 
ery still takes time. Just how’ lon g 
d epen d s on the n ature of the op­ 
eration or n in css, the age an d 
phxsical con d ition of the patien t 
an d man y other thin gs.
